The absence of any serious unem- 


ployment and 
the maintenance of 


wages on a standard of living that is 
admittedly higher than .ever before 
arc in themselves factors of vast ini- 
ivji-ian 'c in the evolution of a nation, 
but the record-breaking receipts and 
exppmtwcs in the total volume of 
bus-:nos<. done by America is the es- 
sential indicator from 
which infer- 


ences aie going to he drawn. 


In the face of the optimistic re- 


port from Secretary Hoover naturally 
tlieic will be comments as to the fu- 
ture. American business men have so 
long been unaccustomed to any ex- 
tended period of extraordinary pros- 
pel ity that they have felt a psycho- 
logical expectation of change without 
having any substantial foundation for 
the suspicion. Mr. Hoover's report 
rather indicates the opposite for con- 
ditions such as he 
described in a

tempt had been made by the pri-

J 
have heard Juror 'A* say in my pres- 
ence 'Simpson is a lying — and I 
wouldn't believe a word he says." This 
same juror told me that Mrs. Gibson 
is a lying—and I would not believe 
her on oath. 
These remarks were 


made both before and after Mrs. Gib- 
son testified." 


OBJECT TO SIMPSON 


VanDorn alto declares that several 


of the jurors have objected to Simp- 
son's importation into Somerset-co 
fro.-n Hudson-co to conduct the state's 
case, that they "intend to show up 
Hudson-co before they get through, 
that they cannot come here and run 
things." 


The 12 affidavits by detectives for 


the prosecution charge that some of 
the jurors have slept during the trial 
and that others have announced their 
minds were made up before liearing 
testimony. 


Simpson's threat of mistrial took 


the defense counsel by surprise, since 
they expected a quick acquittal.

The car, said to have been used by 
the lone bandit in making his getaway 
lias also been seized and is being held 
by the police. 


The machine, it was stated, is the 


one that Crouch is alleged to

Crouch under surveillance and as he 
was> wanted on a charge of passing 
bad checks he was taken into custody 
Monday night.

Professors at Yale and Colgate univer-

normal people. Several students

drilled until they had a certain average 
speed in 
doing 
certain 
mathematical 


problems with a certain expenditure of 
energy after a normal amount of sleep. 


After these students had been 
accus- 


tomed 
to this routine, they were awak- 


ened one morning two hours earlier than 
usual and the usual problems set before 
'them. Strange to say, +hey were able to 
accomplish the tasks much faster 
than 


when the}- had but a normal amount of 
sleep. But, and it is a big but, too, 
they 


expended two to three times as much en- 
ergy in doing the tasks as when they had 
had a normal amount of sleep. 


This must prove disappointing to those 


who have long contended that the aver- 
age person spends too much time in sleep, 
and that he would be healthier and more 
efficient if he took less. The experiments 
would seem to prove that there is a cer- 
tain increase in efficiency, but purchased 
at an enormous cost in the energ, ex- 
pended. There is no conservation in this, 
as it virtually amounts to burning the 
candle at both ends. Why do a thing fast- 
er if in doing so .we limit the-"ength of 
time that we can function efticiently ?

Dr. Jacob Lipman, director of the 


Xcw Jersey Agricultural Experiment 
Station, announces this new idea. 


AVhereas wo now fertilize for 
al- 


falfa, or cotton or wheat, we may in 
time be able to fortilix«, for man'-* 
physical 
health, temperament and 


artistic talents. 
A\'e may discover 


tho exact chemical which is needed 
to grow a race of musical geniuses, 
or of students or of farmers. 
CHEMISTRY MODIFIES HUMANS 


This does not mean, of course, that 


types of men can ever be grown on 
huge plantations, as cotton is grown 
:iow. But it is true,- Dr. Lipman de- 
clares, that soil .chemistry can great- 
ly modify types of human beings and 
other animals, according to the de- 
sign of the chemist. 


"Everything goes back to chemis- 


try," he says. "Plants depend upon 
the soil, and vary as the soil varies. 
Animals live upon 
the 
plants, or 


upon other animals that eat them, 
and therefore arc also dependent on 
soil chemistry. 


"Animal types in China and Japan, 


where rice is the main 
food, differ 


widely vfrom the animals of South 
America, where beans and maize are 
the staples. 


"\Ve have learned that soils minus 


iodine produce animals 
inclined to 


goiter. 
Sociologists may not have 


understood the prevalence of feeble- 
mindedness among people of pinetree 
regions, such as the 
Xew 
Jersey 


coast, but the chemist realizes that 
tho soil of these regions lacks pli 
phale of lime and 
manganese, two 


very essential elements in physical 
and mental growth. 


"He also has noticed that the men 


of AYest Virginia and Kentucky and 
central Xew York are tall and power- 
ful, because those soils are rich in 
lime. 


"We arc learning that the chemi- 


cals present in the 
boil in small 


amounts may be just as important 
to human development as the more 
prominent ones, that minute deposits 
of copper, zinc, manganese, 
fluorine 


and borum may control the growth of 
both plants and animals. 
IMMIGRANT CHILDREN TALLER 


"Of course the richer the soil, the 


jigger the plants, and consequently, 
the animals. " The children of immi- 
grants to tho United States are taller, 
generally speaking, than their par- 
ents, because they are reared on soil 
:hat has not been exhaused by cen- 
turies of iii-e. 


"It is our problem to discover ^\hat 


'ertilizers to use, in order to enrich 
the soil and keep our national health 
and btature up to standard.

I ^attribute this, 
partly to the intrinsic richness of 
American soil and partly to the com- 
i>Iex die tachieved by means of Amer- 
ican transportation systems.

Winter imposes a heavy strain on 


the automobile, \\hich can be great- 
ly lightened by sensible dm ing. 


There are many accessories to UK- 


modern machine- to relieve motorist*: 
of the dread of cold weather. 
But 


with all these, a car can bo driven 
to the junk heap jus-t as fast as ever 
if the driver doesn't 
consider th<* 


whims and caprices of winter. 


Hot spot manifolds and other pre- 


heating arrangement!^, waiter fronts, 
blankets and alcohol may help fight 
the cold, but when the car is left in 
a freezing garage over night, the care 
of the cautious, motorist it. needed. 


The oil has become thick and slug- 


gish, the water cooling system might 
have frozen, yet a good motorist can 
start that ear and get it going with- 
out a bit of trouble. 


What should be done in a case like 


this amounts to putting as little strain 
on the engine as possible. It should 
be stirtcd with t!ie spark retarded 
and the gas administered in a slow, 
steady stream. 


TAKE YOUR TIME 


Slow heating of the engine is es- 


sential. 
If the cooling system hap- 


pens to be frozen, racing the engine- 
will meiely overheat it while the wa- 
ter remains frozen. The result, from 
the difference in temperature, will be 
a cracked cylinder case and leaking 
radiator. 
—Time and patience 
are required. 


With the garage door open, just sit 
at the throttle and let the engine 
run slowly and quietly, spark retard- 
ed, for about five minutes. 


By that time the engine will have 


heated slowly to the proper driving 
temperature, 
the water 
will have 


warmed up evenly, and there should 
be no trouble m later driving. 


However cold it might be outside, 


the radiator must have some air to 
cool the hot water going through it. 
Keeping the winter shutter tightly 
closed, or the radiator entirely cov- 
ered, is dangerous. That. too. cause's 
steaming, yet many a motorist for- 
gets this little attention.

His friend, the scientific plant breed- 


er and experimenter, has come to his 
rescue. He is perfecting: strains of 
corn that will yield from 20 to SO per 
cent more than the best variety of 
corn grown today. 


Better even than the promise of an 


increased yield is that of a 
plant 


more resistent to the attacks of the 
corn borer, sturdier against 
wind 


and fllood, than the plant of today. 


It may'bo five, or a dozen years 


before every farmer will be able to 
take advantage of this now bumper 
corn, but the day is assured. 


PRODUCING MORE SEED 


A new seed is the 
key to 
this 


promise, one developed by a com- 
bination of head work and 
hand 


work extending over the country for 
several years. The head work almost 
done, federal 
and state 
scientists 


have combined to synthesize the new 
seed corn for the future. 


More than 150.000 plants were hand 


pollinated by this principle this season 
in connection with corn improvement. 


This improvement consists 
of de- 


veloping self-fertilized or inbred lines 
•which later may be used in crosses. 
Dozens of corn 
investigators 
have 


shown that seed obtained from such 
crosses will outyield the parent variet- 
ty.Selfed,. or inbred lines are developed 
by bagging the corn plant and trans- 
ferring the pollen to the ear shoot of 
the same plant. 
AVhen self-fertilized 


by hand methods for several genera- 
tions a pure lino of uniform charact- 
eristics is the result. 


This inbred variety may have lost 


much vigor in the process, but when 
rccombined in suitable crosses all its 
latent ability manifests itself in great- 
er and stronger vield. 


STILL SEEKING BEST 


Many investigators are busy devel- 


oping hundreds of selfed lines to test 
in combination with other selfed lines 
and to locate the ones that will give 
the maximum yield when crossed. 


The difficulty encountered 
"by 
the 


investigators is 
a considerable re- 


duction in the yield of selfed lines. 
They'therefore have decided to cross 
these lines from year to year in 
order to maintain a high rate of pro- 
duction. 


Xo satisfactory system has yet been 


<iL-\ised for supplying the 
farmers 


viih this high yielding seed. But it 
h:it> been suggested that community 
f?ed farms be maintained where the 
selfed lines devloped especially 
for 


each locality would be grown and 
crossed under the direction of com- 
petent managers. 


TVith the inauguration of such com- 


munity seed farms, fanner 
selected 


seed corn would pass into the discard.

We hear a great deal about co-op-

Loan associations, which guarantee 
payment thereof and by officers of the 
federal land banks. The farm is ap- 
praised by a federal appraiser, ap- 
pointed by the Farm Loan board. 


These banks can make loans only 


to those now engaged, or soon to be- 
come engaged in the operation 
of 


the farm offered as security, and in 
an amount not to exceed 50 per cent 
of the appraised value of the land for 
agricultural purposes, and 20 percent 
of the insurable improvements. 


Funds obtained 
from the 
banks 


muse be used 
for certain approved 


purposes, and loans may in no case 
exceed $25,COO to one borrower. 


Loanable funds are obtained from
